Star Eclipsed by Meteor 

A remarkable example of the eclipse 
of a star by a meteor is related in a 
recent astronomical journal. The 
observation was made by Dr. Max 
Wolf at Heidelberg. A faint meteor 
Was seen moving across the constel- 
lation Aquila. It passed over the third 
star of the. group, known to astrono- 
mers as Jamma-Aquilae, leaving be- 
hind it a faint train which vanished 
almost immediately. The noteworthy 
féature, however, is said that the star 
Gamma remained invisible for three- 
and-a-half seconds after the disappear- 
ance of the meteor, It is estimated 
that the metoor left behind it a trail 
of opaque non-luminous matier 
through which the star could not be 
secn.
